Btrons political friends were obliged to
psk the boss tp approve of his candidacy;
that he dia ask this approval either per-
sonally or by his leaders, and that it was
thus obtained. We believe, that the power
of the boss was so creal and his "organ-
ization" so strong that the great masses
pf honest Republicans throughout the
state realized that no successful fight
could be made against his supremacy in
me convention.

We chaise the governor that in the
interest of bos'tem. if not at the behest
of the b0S3 hirrself, he approved the blU
(loins' away with spring elections.

We charge tho governor with the ap-
proval of measures involving, in the ag-
gregate, large sums of money for tho
needless increase of salaries and for sal-pri- es

of additional employes whose ser-
vices were not necessary.
' We charge him with improperly using
his executive influence by threats and
otherwise with members of the legisla-
ture to secure the passage of the in-

iquitous inheritance tax law.
We arraign the governor for approving

the school code, which we believe was
drawn or advised by George B. Cox, and
was intended to partlsanize the whole
school system of the state.

We arraign the governor for approving
the new municipal coda bill after it had
been changed to suit the boss.

We charge that the malting of vice
mayors and various boards and providing
for the large Increase In salaries of vari-
ous officers was in the interest of the
'organization" and not for the beneflt of

th people.
The Bonding Bill.

We arraign the governor for his ap-
proval of the bonding bill, which was to
compel all individuals, trustees and ail
officials to iracure. bonds in bonding com-
panies at one-ha- lf of 1 per cent on the
total liability to be paid, and that this
was enacted for the benefit of certain
corporations and not in the interest, of
the people.

J904-0- 5 was $12.377,29333. the increase of
population bcinc less than 15 per cent.
while that of the state expenses was over
72 per cent.

Louis and Full:, who sent two score of
the lendlnc Crafters cf that city to th
penitentiary, was elected governor by the
;Ul'U it. all. )i-t- . iiii-i- i ntip
a battle for honest government a few
years a?o In Minneapolis, and the boss
and h!3 thieving nssoclates were de-
throned. Philadelphia was the byword
if tho nation a place where graft and
lorruptlon held hlsh carnival for many
years, it Is said that over 30,000 vote
were registered of persons whose bodies
were In the jrraveyards and of others who
existed only In name, and that certain
corporations and individuals shared In
the wholesale plunder. Franchises were
sold and purchased nt expense of the.
people, and you will remember that
Wanamnker a few years ago offered th&
city council two and one-ha- lf millions of
dollars for a certain franchise which tho
council was giving away: his ofTer was
rejected, and the people of that great
city failed to rie up and asRert their
manhood. At last ona man,
Mjycr Weaver, took the role of reformer,
nnd has tinned the raxcals oat, and the
people of I nlladelphla are once more
owners of their own city. The people of
Milwaukee have for years suffered from
all kinds of petty and rrar.d larceny, and
now a pram jury has found over 100 in-

dictments.
Condition are doubtless many times
rorse In our own great city or Cincin-

nati. The people there can not secure
aven a grand Jury without the consent of
the boss. The conversion of one of the

leaders in Cincinnati into an
honest man would be a volcano, and his
tales of plunder, by their magnitude and
Drazenness. would surprise even the tem-
porarily cowed citizens of that great city.

The Democratic party, and with us, wo
believe, all good citizens of alii parties,
are rr.akirg this great campaign not only
to naa an honest government in Cincin-
nati, but ns are making a fight In behalf
Qf the ".hole state a state the proudest,
ind in our'epinion the greatest common-
wealth in all the brtght constellation of
states, a ttate that has since its founda-
tion had s nistory not only unique but
one filled with the best of American life
and American manhood.

Which have brought to light these evi-
dences of graft.

1 deny thct stealing and corruption
must be expected as necessary Incidents
to the administration of public affairs.
Stealing and corruption are not only
necessary Incidents to. but are the foun-
dation principles of an administration by
bosses and gangsters. There can be no
such thing as a "good boss" or an "hon-
est boss" In politics. All bosses and their
attendant gangsters depend for their ex-
istence on spoliation and plunder.

Nor U It true, as asserted, that any
greater publicity now aids In exposing
corruption. BoQdlers and corruptlonlsts
do not work in the bright sunlight of
publicity: their deeds are dark, and they
work under the cover of darkness. What
criminal gives to the public press infor-
mation regarding the size or method of
his graft? What officer or agent of a
corporation has come forward voluntar-
ily and confessed that the council of a
certain city, or that the bosses acting
for them, had demanded and were given
1100.000 for certain rights and immuni-
ties? What member of the legislature
fiaa voluntarily made public admission of
(he fact that "in the last session he was
compelled to vote for measures which
neither his conscience nor his Judgment
approved: and that for such service he
had received so many tainted dollars or
a promise of another term in the legis-
lature? No. the plain facts are that the
reason there are now so many discov-
eries of wholesale corruption In office is
that under the baleful rclgn of bossism
all over tho country there Is more
boodllng. more robbery than ever before
in Its history. Crafting has become so
common, so brazen, that its 'exposures
cease to occasipn surprise or wonder.

Get Rid cf Grafters.
It Is time that all the people were

aroused on the subject of graft
and grafters, and. as in all matters of
wrong, the American people, when once
aroused, will provide a remedy. They
have already come to the conclusion that
the only way to get rid of grafting
Is to get rid of grafters, and the
only way to get rid of grafters is to
get rid of bossism, of which grafters nnd
grafting are always the necessary attend-
ants. I believe they will do it, and do it
at the first opportune moment

A convention of HepuMicans la Mor-
row county voiced the sentiments not
only of the masses of the members of
that party in that county, but also of
the great majority of all parties In Mor-
row county, and not In Morrow county
only, but In every county in the state.
Had this band of good citizens gone 'a
step farther and resolved to favor and
support all candidates who are making a
fight against grafters and grafting In the
state of Ohio, they would have fully met
the issues of this campaign.

by the advice of party leaders cr
the decision of party caucuses."

When in the history of Ohio did any
convention ever before think It necessary
ito instruct its candidate for representa-
tive tha If elected he roust comply with
the condition of his oath, be honest and
decent, legislate for the people, and not
at the bidding and dictation of a corrupt
boss?

When In the history of our great- - stats,
until tho year 1901, would a member of
the legislature have made such a state-
ment as was made by a representative
from a certain county last winter, in ref-
erence to the Chapman bill, which was
a bill taking away the spring elections
at the command of the bass, because he
thought the masses of the people could
thought the masses of the people could be
driven by partlsnrshlp to vote a straight
ticket in local affairs as well as national'.
This man, who held a c.ertlcflcate of an
elected representative, of the people of his
district, publicly proclaimed that he was
opposed to the Chapman bill; that his
constituents were against It, but that at
the command or demand of the leaders of
his party he would vote for It, and he
did. He said "leaders." but lie meant
"bosses."

Abuse of Public Trust.
The steatlng of the public funds Is a

great crime. The betrayal of any publlo
trust is an offense against the statute
and also against the moral law. The
building up of a great and corrupt organ-
ization by means of largely Increased
salaries of incompetent, dishonest and
unfaithful officers, and the making of
numerous and unnecessary places for.
party followers, is a great outrage upon
the people and the people's rights; but
all these, though the public money thus
used may amount to millions, which the
people must pay by increased taxation,
are but little compared to the looseness
of morals produced, as so well stated by
a great archbishop a few weeks ago. All
this is 'nothing compared to the lowering
of the standard of the body po-
litic, and the lowering of the ideals
of good citizenship, of honesty and
uprightness 'of character. The ex-
istence of a corrupt court in any of
the old nations of the world was never
brought about because tho people were
corrupt and sunken in morals, and the
corruption in officials of our state and
titles is not of Itself an Indication that
the great masses of the people are cor-
rupt.

It Is true, however, that the existence
of corruption, grafting and dishonesty In
public officials has and always will havo
a most degrading effect on the character
of a community or commonwealth, and
unless stopped, tho corruption will per-
meate every possible avenue of society,
and avarico and personal aggrandize-
ment, personal gain or supposed prefer-
ment and honors, will be used as so
many enticements to tempt the weak to
deliver up 'their consciences, their good
characters and their good names! This
loss of character in a community can not
be measured by gold: Its value is above
money: it is above all price.

For 12 years the chains have been forg-
ing about the liberties of tho people".
During a large portion of this Urn the
y. mtiki , j r s '--

tfie general assembly, and while" tfii
ercat majority of tha members have bean
Honest men they have bees aomraatal
by the bosses and by party caucuses con-
trolled by the bosses, and hava enacted
laws against the Interests of tha peopla.
they havo virtually given away fran-
chises of untold value in Cincinnati
Cleveland and elsewhere. They have in-
creased salaries of officers, some of whom
were already overpaid for the duties per-
formed. They have multiplied offices for
party henchmen at tho expense of the
taxpayers. They have rewarded mem-
bers of the legislature by granting re-
quests for special legislation. Involving
tn many cases the expenditure of the
public funds, in ordur to secure Iheir
votes for the boss.

It Is, however, during the last few
years that this bossism has become so
pronounced and so unbearable as to
awaken general revolt. There has been
a oomplete loss of liberty In Cincinnati
and other cities, and" In many of the vil-
lages and counties of the state. Until
recently "the better element of the Re-
publican party still had faith In the peo-
ple, in themselves, and In their influence
and power to overcome and strangle the
monster of bossism that was sapping
their liberties and overthrowing all their
plans for the welfare of their party and
the interests of the people.

The repeal of the right of the people
to have spring elections, whereby they
could elect men on account of their merit
and honesty without being biased by
partisanship: the vicious legislation to
rob the state of Its canals In order tp
make millions of money for the boss and
his friends; and the crowning act of In-
famy in tha governor's forcing legislation
taxing not only the living but the dead
In order to secure enough money to make
good the extravagant appropriations for
state purposes, thinking that the half-milli-

or more thus obtained would not
show on the tax duplicate, and that
therefore the people would not cry out
against what has proven to be the most
extravagant. If not the most reckless,
legislature that ever asembled In Ohio
these are some of the crimes In the long
catalogue chargeable to bosses and boss-
ism in Ohio. But the grand culmination
came when the convention held at Co-
lumbus, May 25th last, gave conclusive
proof that George B. Cox dominated its
actions and dictated Its nominees, and
that his empire had taken in the entire
3tate of Ohio. It is said that he was not
In favor of some of the candidates named
by that convention, and therefore he was
not the boss. Is there a man in the stats
of Ohio who does not know that the can-
didates for governor, lieutenant governor,
attorney general, supreme court Judge,
treasurer and member of the board of
public works could not have been nomi-
nated and would not have been nomi-
nated had he opposed their nomination?
Did any of the prominent men of tha
party dare to aspire to be a candidate
for any office before that convention un-
less he first had permission from the
boss? If any further evidence was nec-
essary to establish his kingship, it was
shown in his influence in securing a
member of the cabinet, an illustrious cit-
izen of Ohio, to register in an official way
the commands of the boss. There was
not a member of the
great Republican party in the state who
did not know when the sun went down
on that 25th day of May that a battle
royal must be fought to win back their
liberties as citizens and as members of
that party, and it is to their credit as
patriotic citizens that many of them will
join with us In' redeeming the state from
the thralldom of bossism, with Its at;
tendants. graft and corruption. In the
words of a Republican editor, "They
realize that the party In Ohio has fallen
under the domination of a corrupt and
disreputable boss, who prevents any free
expression of tha party's will, and has
used and is using the party machine to
thwart the will of the people and fasten
pernicious legislation upon the state.
"Respectable Republicans," in tho lan-
guage of the editor, "hang their heads In
shame when they think that the Repub-
lican legislature and the state officials,
from tlie governor down, are compelled
to submit to the dictation of a boss."

People Should Regain Their Rights.
In order to regain their rights and lib-

erties, the people of Ohio should exercise
their sovereign constitutional privilege.
When. I say the people, I mean the whole
people. Republicans as well as Demo-
crats, and all others of all parties, be-
cause no matter who may be In posses-
sion of the offices, men of all parties suf-
fer the penalty of bad government and
extravagance. The proper way to de-
throne tho bosses Is by the ballot box;
the proper time to dethrone them is now.

The Republican party In the past has
had as Its representatives such men as
William H. Harrison, Ulysses S. Grant,
Rutherford B. Hayes, James A. Garfield
and William McKlnly; such men as
Governors Corwin. Chase, Dennlson, Tod,
Brough, Walte, Senator Sherman and
many othera. '

Citizens without regard to party toqk
pride in the luster reflected on the state
of Ohio by these great men. Wliat is the
shameful contrast today under the
blighting, withering influence or bossism
and corrupt politics! Statesmanship is
at a discount; mediocrity at a premium.
The best men of the party are being-thru-

aside to make way for the com-
monplace product of machine politics.
A few men of prominence In their respec-
tive counties and congressional districts
still survive, but they are fast losing
their influence. It is true there are Con-
gressman Theodore E. Burton of Cleve-
land and a few others of a type of the
better day3 of the party. There Is Secre-
tary Taff, who 'has been so highly and
rnost worthily honored: and there Is the
distinguished senator. Joseph B. Foraker,
who stands out so a na-

tional figure. But does not every intel-
ligent Republican know that If the or-
ganization continues unchecked Foraker,
the great and able statesman and bril-
liant leader of the senate, will be rele-
gated to private life, and that George
B. Cox will be Ohio's great senator at
Washington as well as undisputed boss
of Ohio? If that day of crowning humil-
iation should come, no
citizen would have the hardihood to look
down from the galleries of the United
States senate chamber and confess that
he came from the state of Ohio.

Therefore we ask, in behalf of tha
Democratic party, and in behalf of the
great mass of the Republican party, and
in the name of all the people of our great
state, who believe In civic rlghteousnoss,
to vote against the entire state ticket
nominated by this convention,
dominated and controlled by the boss and
his organization, and to vote against any
member of the legislature who has here-
tofore shown his subserviency and slav:
ery to the boss; and to vote against anyT
one who has now been placed In nomina-
tion by the machine organization.

Standing under the searching light pf
a political campaign, we invite the final,
deliberate verdict of the voters of Ohio.
Our reputation and our characters are
before you. Concerning these. It is not
for" us tq testify, but we think it onlr
proper to announce and your right to
know, in what manner we expect to dis-
charge our public duties. I promise yo
therefore, on behalf of all tha gentlemen
on the state ticket, that if elected, we
shall honestly and fearlessly discharge
ouc respective duties to the best of our
abilities. No Insolent boss shall dictate
to us by telephone. No graftor shall find
the atmosphere of the state house oon-gen- lal
